They both kicked me about my legs 
until from my hips down I was block 
and Wue.

I am afraid' to go out on the street 
after dark and will bo until they a re 
brought to justice.

THE IDEA IS COMMENDED 


And It Is Likely An Effort W ill Be 
Made to Increase the Institute Fund 
For the Purpose— A 
Nucleus 
of 
$10,000 to 8tart With. 


There has been some talk between 
East End residents and Superintend­ 
ent R. E. Rayman, 
of 
the 
public 
schools, relative to the establishing 
of a college In the East End, on the 
site now occupied by the Neville In 
stltute. 
While in no definite shape, 
yet there is much hope of the ultimate 
success of the Idea. 
One of the most interested parties 
In the affair is Dr. William Calhoun, 
of Virginia avenue, one of the trustees 
of Nevlllle Institute-. 
He said: 
“It 
will be remembered that the ground 
occupied by this school was given for 
educational purposes by Mr. Beaver, 
who many years ago. before his death, 
owned not less than 1,000 acres of land 
In the vicinity of the school. 
Among 
the promnent farms that was owned 
by Mr. Beaver was that now known 
as the Smith farm, and out of his en­ 
tire holdings Mr. Beaver set 
aside 
property for higher educational pur­ 
poses, until now this fund reaches al- 
moet $10,000, much of which Is out on 
Interest. 
"I have had some talk with Superin­ 
tendent Rayman regarding the erec­ 
tion of a college building 
on 
this 
ground, and he seems to think that 
the Idea is a good one, and should he 
advanced. 
It will require much more 
than $10,000 to erect a college build­ 
ing, and lf we can advance our plans 
further, 'and we have every reason to 
believe that our efforts will he suc­ 
cessful, we will soon commence to 
start a fund with which to erect the 
buildings. I only hope for the success 
of the sc heme.” 
There are many residents of the 
East End and many in the city proper 
who would he pleased to see a higher 
educational institution built and It is 
known that they will lend their good 
offices to advance such an Idea, as un 
exceptionally good one. There Is now 
no college near in this section of the 
state, and as Ohio is noted for its 
educational Institutions It Is thought 
this city should be represented.

It i* plain that placing the head back 
in a horizontal position so absolutely 
meets the whol - problem of a relief of 
congestion by gravity- and it is such a 
very important problem—that it seems 
strange that people with weak eyes 
do not habitually practice reading In a 
recumbent position perfectly comforta­ 
ble. Such advice, carried out with ab­ 
solute care a*ir> light and the position 
of the I mole, would in the case of a 
thousand busy "people add largely to 
the number of hours which reading 
could he i rfd u I god In without detriment 
to the eyes or general health 
Certainly the one who gives this 
strange and pernicious advice could 
never have tried the plan. Some years 
ago there was described a patented de­ 
vice for suspending the book over the 
horizontally placed beati of a sick per­ 
son whereby reading would be possible 
without holding the book in the hands. 
Even then one wonders how the light 
could be made to fall properly on the 
page. 
Without a method of the kind 
not even a well person could hold a 
book five minutes nlwve the eyes. 
Reading in bed lins ruined thousands 
of good eyes. 
Unless one sits up in 
bed as lf in a dkalr it is impossible to 
hold the book in such a position that 
the arms are not quickly tired and so 
that the light falls on it properly. When 
reading lying down, there is a traction 
upon the inferior recti muscles which Is 
highly injurious. Every patient should 
be warned never to rend In bed except 
when sitting up as vertically as in a 
cha i r.—A mer I ca n M edici ne.

“It is not such an uncommon thing,” 
said a physician, "to find a person 
whose pulse beats can be plainly seen, 
and yet I suppose there are but few 
outside of the profession who realize 
the fact. 
In most persons the beat 
of the pulse cannot be perceived, but 
the mere fact that the heating is per­ 
ceptible does not mean that the pulse 
is other than normal. 
I have come 
across a number of cases where the 
throbbing of the w 1 ist could be plainly 
seen, and yet the persons rarely gave 
evidence of abnormality in tempera­ 
ture. They were rarely feverish and 
were in good physical condition gen­ 
erally. Pulses of this kind, from this 
view, which is based upon actual ob­ 
servations of cases, do not indicate 
anything more than an abnormal phys­ 
ical condition in the formation of the 
wrist veins. 
“I have met with one case which 
was possibly a little extraordinary in 
that it was plainer and much more dis­ 
tinct than any I had ever seen before. 
It could almost be heard. The artery 
would list* to a point almost as large 
as the ball of the little finger of a 
child and would change from the white 
of the skin to a blood purple with each 
beat of the pulse. I found it easy to 
count the pulse beats without touching 
the patient’s wrist. I could see plainly 
enough to keep the record, and In order 
not to err in my calculation I tested it 
in several ways and found it was cor­ 
rect anti that there was no mistake in 
my counting with the naked eye.”— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.

injuriously affect Its own fortunes, if It 
had any reputation to maintain, 
but

The natural tendency of such a report 
Is to be injurious alike to manufactur­ 
ers ami employes, and the article fins 
aroused the indignation of citizens of 
all classes.

of the manufacturers’ meeting, and it 
had the facts in time to publish them 
had it so desired. But the News Re­

statement that tile operatives’ 
terms 
were rejected is altogether misleading. 
The very fact that the manufacturers 
decided 
to appoint

conference 
committee to meet with a committee 
of the X. ll .of O. |>. affords all the evi­ 
dence necessary that they are not dis 
posed to reject the numerous proposi­ 
tions. if they reject them at all. with­ 
out first giving the men a hearing. In 
the past these conferences have result­ 
ed 
in 
mutually satisfactory agree­ 
ments. There is no warrant for pre­ 
dicting that the 
coming 
conference 
will not have an equally happy 
out­ 
come. When the conference has been 
held and a decision reached, the News 
Review will give the public the news. 
Until that time, regarding speculation

Failing to gel nil the buttermilk out 
causes butter to become rancid soon. 
To obtain the best results in churning 
the cream should be only slightly sour. 
In w inter the cream should be warm­ 
ed up to about CG degrees before put­ 
ting in the churn. 
One advantage in brine salting Is 
that it almost entirely avoids streaked 
or mottled butter. 
The milk should ulways be skimmed 
while sweet and the cream then allow­ 
ed to turn slightly sour. 
Sometimes butter has white specks 
distributed through it. This is caused 
by oversourness iii the cream. 
In butter making next to controlling 
the temperature Is to churn often while 
the cream is in good condition. 
With temperature under control and 
churning done at the right time the 
butter will become solid and be easily 
handled. 
On the farm to make the most out of 
the milk and butter some of the cows 
should be bred to come fresh in the 
spring and some in the fall.—St. Louis 
Republic.

With temperature limier control and 
churning done tit the right time the 
butter will become solid and be easily 
ha mi led. 
On the farm to make the most out of 
the milk mid butter some of the cows 
should be bred to come fresh in the 
spring and some in the fall.—St. Louis 
Republic.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


G ame chickens have more m eat in 
proportion to their height than any 
other breed of fowls. 
When the chickens are growing fast, 
it is a good plan to mix a little bone­ 
meal in their soft feed. 
Smearing whole w heat with kerosene' 
or turpentine and feeding It to the 
chickens Is a good remedy for gapes. 
Adding some carbolic acid and put 
ting on hot will secure much better re 
suits from the whitewashing of the 
poultry house. 
While it is at no time advisable to 
keep food of any kind before the fowls 
all the time, it will be an advantage to 
keep milk where they can drink all 
they want. 
Fowls do not run together in largo 
numbers. They will always divide into 
flocks of small size and will select dif­ 
ferent feeding grounds, alw ays pro­ 
vided they have the opportunity. 
A growing chicken, like a growing 
animal, requires plenty of good, whole­ 
some food supplied liberally and often 
in order to enable them to grow and 
m ature rapidly and to develop p r o p e r ­

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Game chickens have more meat in 
proportion to their height than any 
other breed of fowls. 
When the chickens are growing fast, 
it is a good plan to mix a little bone­ 
meal in their soft feed. 
Smearing whole w heat with kerosene 
or turpentine and feeding it to tile 
chickens is a good remedy for gapes. 
Adding some carbolic acid and put­ 
ting on bot will secure much better re 
suits from the w hitewashing of tile 
poultry bouse. 
While it is at no time advisable to 
keep food of any kind before the fowls 
all tile time, it will be an advantage to 
keep milk where they can drink ai! 
they want. 
Fowls do not run together In large 
numbers. They will alw ays divide into 
docks of small size and will select dif­ 
ferent feeding grounds, always pro­ 
vided they have the opportunity. 
A growing chicken, like a growing 
animal, requires plenty of good, whole­ 
some food supplied liberally and often 
in order to enable them to grow and 
m ature rapidly and to develop proper­ 
ly.

“Mr. Brookes goes on to say that 
it is not the residents of that district 
who are so much exercised in this mat­ 
ter but the land company. 
Now let 
me tell you just how much the North- 
side land company is interested. 
For 
two months prior to this company 
taking any ac tion, the residents of the 
Pleasant Heights district were agitat­ 
ing the matter, having engaged coun­ 
sel and held a number of meetings. 
To my absolute knowledge the North- 
side Land company took no ac tion, at­ 
tended no meetings, until especially 
requested to do so by a committee rep­ 
resenting the residents. 
“It is absurd for Mr. Brookes to sac 
that the residents of that district arc 
not more deeply interested in a rub 
road than any land company can be. 
Many hundreds of residents have in­

known violinist who plaved for some 
tim e with Victor H erbert’s orchestra 
in Pittsburg, and who has been in the 
city for several months, following his 
profession, was the victim of the s*?c- 
ond assult. 
He stated when seen this 
morning by a New's Review reporter 
th at it occurred, on Sunday evening. 
Ju n e 8, at the corner of Union and 
Second streets. 
“I had been in the drug store th ere 
on th* corner making a 
purchase," 
said he, "and not having the least iuea 
of ever being attacked, I walked out 
to the edge of the 
standing th ere with my back to the 
stor- 
when wmn 
big man cam** up 
from Ii* hind. seized me by th*- shoul­ 
der. swung around, and then another 
man comm* m ed pounding me. 
“f broke away from them and sta rt­ 
ed to run up the street, but had got 
only a short distance w hen they over­ 
took ire and con tin heil the* assault. 
They both kicked me about my legs 
until from my hins down I was bl.ick 
and blue. 
I offered resistance, hut 
was unable to do little but keep them 
from striking my face. .After pound in-' 
and kicking me until I could scarcely 
walk th** ruffians l* ft. 
"I hobbled the best I could to mv 
boarding house and later notified a po­ 
liceman. 
He went in •* arch of the 
brute** but I guess they had made good 
their escape 
I know their names and 
I wish they could be made to stifler. 
I ani afraid* to go out on the street 
afte r dark and will be until they ar** 
brought to justice. It was done through 
devilishness alone 
They did not try 
to rob me. 
I never harmed a person 
in my life and why they beat mo I can 
plot ♦ \ plain.” 
Through th*- evidence which Prof. 
Pfankuch proposes giving the poll* «* 
it is thought that they will he* arrested, 
and the guilt of attacking Greer may 
also be attached to them. 
Both as­ 
saults occurred in the same locality 
and it seem s quite likely that they 
were the work of the game gang. 
Greer, it is said. is somewhat im­ 
proved today and has a good ch a n ce 
for recovery, although suffering very 


lunibus. where, it is said, a charge of 
using the mails with intent to defraud 
will be placed against him.

A decoy telegram, of­ 
fering to purchase the com pany's busi­ 
ness here and signed by the nam e of 
a man with whom a dicker was known 
to be in progress was forwarded to Na­ 
gle at Philadelphia.

Good butter should be solid from the 
time It is put upon the table. 
Any excitement in the dairy cow 
tends to lessen the flow of milk. 
Failing to get all the buttermilk out 
causes butter to become raucid soon. 
To obtain the best results in ('burning 
the cream should be only slightly sour, 
In winter the cream should be warm- 
til up to about RU degrees before put­ 
ting In Hie churn. 
One advantage In brine salting Is 
that it almost entirely avoids streaked 
or mottled butter. 
The milk should always be skimmed 
while sweet aud the cream then allow­ 
ed to turn slightly sour. 
Sometimes butter lias white specks 
distributed through it. Tills is caused 
by oversourtn ss in the cream. 
In butter making next to controlling 
the temperature L to churn often while 
■ the cr* am Is in good condition. 
With temperature under control ami 
churning dont* ut the right time the 
butttr will become solid and be easily 
ba nilled. 
On the farm to make the most out of 
the milk and butter some of the cows 
should la* bred to come fresh in the 
spring and some In the fall.—St. Louis 
Republic.
